The long-postponed showdown 
between the right, center and 
Jaft wings of the Rabbinical As- 
sembly may develop over the 
report of the group’s law com- 
mittee, scheduled to be _ pre- 
sented by Rabbi Morris Adler 
of Shaarey Zedek congregation in 
Detroit. 

Committee In Action 

The 23-man committee was 
named at the 48th convention to 
deal with the question of mak- 
ing changes in practices in con- 
nection with Jewish ritual, center 
of a continous struggle between 
the three factions in the Rab- 
binical Assembly. 


The Adler committee has met 
several times since that time 
and, The Post learned, wrote 
a report which will come out 
boldly with recommendations 
for major changes in Jewish 
law for the huge Conservative 
movement. 


Typical of the changes recom- 
mended in the report, The Post 
learned, will be a formal accep- 
tance of the widespread prac- 
tice of driving to the synagogue 
for Friday night services. 


Another will propose the elim- 
ination of certain repetition ele- 
ments in the traditional services. 

JTS In Opposition

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Violence by Orthodox Extremists in Israel 
Draws Warning from Unions; Probe Blames Both

TEL AVIV, Israel—The activities of an ultra- 


Orthodox group of Jews in Jerusalem, which 
has been using physical violence in efforts to 
enforce strict observance by other Israeli Jews, 
drew the wrath this week of the Jewish Labor 
Council of Jerusalem and of the left-wing 
Mapam political party. 

The Jewish Labor Council issued a statement 
that organized Jewish labor in Israel] will not 
permit religious zealots to “dominate the en- 
tire Jewish life in the city.” It warned that the 
Jewish Labor Council “will oppose by al] means 
any rule of clericalism.” 

The statement was endorsed by both the 
Mapam and the Mapai, the centrist labor 

party which rules Israel in a coalition that 
includes the nation’s Orthodox bloc. 

A special inquiry board of Government offi- 
cials completed an investigation of the dis- 
turbances started by the group, known as 
Naturai Karta. The Israeli Cabinet published 
the findings, which blamed hotheads on both 
sides for the excesses. 

The incidents included the throwing of stench 
bombs by the zealots into Jerusalem cafes open 
on Saturdays and picketing of movie theaters 
which open their box offices on Saturdays be- 
fore sundown. 


The most violent of the assaults by the ex- 
tremists occurred on Shavuos when physical 
clashes occurred between members of the 
group and soldiers in Jerusalem, 

The religious extremists threw up a road- 
block to stop Israeli soldiers from bringing 
food on the holiday to their comrades a few 
yards away at their posts of duty. 

When military police started removing the 
roadblock, the group pitched stones and bottles 
at them. Reinforcements were called in. Dur- 
ing the clash, three soldiers and several civil- 
ians were injured before the attackers were 
dispersed. 

The Government commission dealt only with 
the clashes between police and the extremists 
outside movie theater box offices. 

The commission found that protest meetings 
organized by the Jerusalem Religious Council 
had been orderly until “irresponsible elements” 
took matters into their own hands. 

Mapam deputies demanded a parliamentary 
debate on the Shavuos incident and also on the 
decision of authorities not to debark immi- 
grants who arrived in Israeli waters on 
Shavuos. Moshe Shapiro, immigration min- 
ister, said that the immigrants preferred to re- 
main on shipboard rather than land on the 
holiday.

Orthodox Rabbis Say Not Kosher But — 


Atlanta Jews Fail to Heed Appeal : 


To Boycott Stores Open Sabbath

ATLANTA-—The recent appeal of Atlanta’s Orthodox rabbinate, 


asking Atlanta Jewry not to buy preducts requiring kosher prepara. 
tion, at two Atlanta stores has thus far failed to produce any 
tangible evidence of compliance by this predominantly Orthodox 
community. 

The Gold Brothers and Harold Siegel were accused by the 
rabbis of failure to adhere to traditional religious code by keeping 
open on the Sabbath. The rabbis, in their appeal, said that the two 
merchants were thus not entitled to the patronage of observant 
Jews. (NJP May 20). 

A spokesman for the rabbis told The Post that there had 
been scattered expressions of approval of the action but that 
on the whole there was no evidence of an aroused Jewish public 
opinion on the issue. 

A check with the two merchants brought an emphatic denial 
that their business had been affected. One of them said that the 
actual requests for kosher food amounted to only three per cen 
of his total trade. . 

He said that no overtures had been made to him so far to get 
the issue adjusted. 

He said he would continue to stay open on the Sabbath for the 
time being “in line with the practice of many stores in other Cities, 
whose owners sell kosher food and are not being subjected to cen. 
sure for keeping their places open on the Sabbath.” 

In the appeal, the rabbis said they had repeatedly asked the 
two merchants to close their stores on the Sabbath without result 
and that it was their “sad duty to announce that we do not consider 
the markets operated by the two owners as kosher shops and we 
request our people to refrain from purchasing in these markets 
any meats, delicatessen or other products that require kosher 
preparation.”

A check with various per- 
sons in the Camden Jewish 
community revealed some 
slight knowledge of such plans 
but nothing specific could be 
obtained in comment on the 
report. 

One rabbi said he was not 
aware of any plans for a Re- 
form Congregation. Camden now 
has three large Conservation 
synagogues, one large Orthodox 
dea several small Orthodox hous- 
es of worship. 


Not Much Reform 
An unofficial report disclosed 
only a tiny Reform group here, 


most of its members holding 
memberships in Philadelphia 
congregations. 


Only one member of the Cam- 
den community was reported as 
having been contacted by the 
Philadelphia Federation. He ex- 
pressed surprised that the pub- 
lished story included Camden be- 
cause although he had _ been 
asked to serve on a committee 
“no meetings have been held as 
yet and no plans have been 
made.” 

He said he was under the im- 
pression that the only purpose 
of the proposed meeting was to 
make plans for a survey to 
establish the possibilities of or- 
ganizing a Reform congregation 
in Camden. He said a meeting for 
that purpose was scheduled for 
next week. 


Kaufman Protests Story 

Rabbi Kaufman said that a 
story of the proposed plans of 
the Federation was released to 
the Philadelphia Jewish EXPON- 
ENT, Jewish Federation-owned 
weekly. He added that another 
reporter contacted “one of our 
chairmen and in his enthusiasm 
departed samewhat from the 
facts. It is rather unfortunate 


that the story was released in 
this manner and I would ap- 
preciate it if the National Jew- 
ish Post would print the follow- 
ing statement: 

“We don’t understand where 
the idea came from that the 
Philadelphia Federation of the 
Union of America Hebrew Con- 
gregations was going to build 
the Synagogues. It has been* the 
Union’s practice to aid groups 
in the organization of Liberal 
congregations, Some 40 congreg: 
ations have been _ established 
within the last 18 months. But 
each of these congregations rais- 
es its own funds for its building 
and maintence and those only 
on rare occasions called upon 
the Union for financial aid. It 
is our hope that three liberal 
congregations——_the May fair-Ox- 
ford-Circle area, the South Phila- 
delphia area and Camden—vwill 
be established in the not too dis- 
tant furture. These, however, will 
follow the same pattern in their 
initial steps as have the Union's 
other new congregations.” 

Camden Jewish community 
leaders declined comment on the 
possibility of a fund-raising 
campaign at this time for the 
proposed new Reform Congreg- 
ation in Camden.

Mrs. Myerson Foresees Danger 
Of Separate Israel, U. §. Jewries

INDIANAPOLIS—The danger of the development within a 
short time of two Jewish communities, separate and perhaps even 
going divergent paths, was foreseen last week by Mrs. Golda Myer- 
son, as She addressed a sparse audience of Indianapolis big givers. 

One community would be in Israel, and the other in the United 


States, she said. She mentioned 
the danger twice in her talk, in 
which she ripped and slashed at 
the arguments big givers are us- 
ing this year to justify smaller 
contributions to the United Jew- 
ish Appeal than they gave in 
1948 when the Israeli were fight- 
ing for survival, 

In her bristling talk, she said 
the possibility of a tremendous 
chasm between Jews of Israel 
and the Jews of America might 
be only 10 or 15 years away. 

Thoroughly indignant at the 
gmall attendance—only $4,000 
more than had been previously 
pledged was realized at the meet- 
ing—-Mrs. Myerson defended the 
immigrants streaming into Israel, 
declaring that they were not 
beggars and that they were as 
good as the Jews of Indianapolis, 
or any other American Jewish 
community. 

Is Death the Price? 

She challenged her audience to 
tell her whether it was true that 
only the spectacle of Jewish 
youth dying in war could spur 
American Jews to meet their ob- 
ligations through the UJA. 

Mrs. Myerson, who rose from a 
Labor Zionist career in Milwau- 
kee to an Israel cabinet post as 
minister of labor, housing and 
public works, came to Indianap- 
olis on a whirlwind tour of the 
US. for the lagging 1949 UJA 
drive. 

“When I ask what is happen- 
ing,” she said, “I am told there 
is no drama left. It is not like 
last year, I am told.” 

She commented bitterly, “It 
seems there is danger of peace in 
Israel. Do we have to send our 
sons and daughters to death on 
the battlefield before American 
Jews will help us?” she demand- 
ed, 

“By an accident of history you 
were witness to the emergence 
of a Jewish State,” she said. 
“You had a share in the building 
of that state, and one of its chief 
goals, one of its main reasons for 
being was to provide a home for 
the homeless, Where are you 
now?” 

“We will not let this immigra- 
tion stop,” she said. “I told you 
last year that whether or not you 
supplied us with the weapons, we 
would fight to the finish. You had 
the choice of determining wheth- 
er we should fight till we all died 
but not whether we should fight. 

“Last year, you understood. 
And I tell you this year, you have 
the choice of determining wheth- 
er this flood of immigrants will 
be placed in homes and in useful 
lives of not. We may all have to 
sleep in tents in Israel, but we 
will not close the doors.” 

You Can Do It 

“If any American Jew thinks 
immigration should be limited, do 
not put that responsibility on us,” 
She said with deep feeling. “Let 
such American Jews go to the 
embarkation ports in Europe and 
tell the Jews they have waited 
for 10 years, they can wait an- 
other year, 

“Let such American Jews g0 
to the Moslem countries and tell 
the Jews there not to worry

about a pogrom that could hap- 
pen tomorrow. You do it. We 
will not do it.” 

She said that if American 
Jewry decides to let its respon- 
sibility go by default, the Israeli 
somehow would manage to work 
through the problems dumped on 
them by the ingathering of the 
homeless. 

“But there is a danger that if 
this happens, there may develop 
two kinds of Jews,” she said, “a 
terrible and disastrous separation 
between the Jews there and the 
Jews here.”

NEW YORK—The widespread debate on whether Soviet Russia

3. The United Hungarian Jews 
of America released the text of a 
statement received from the Cen- 
tral Board of Jews in Hungary 
denying that religious education 
is being abolished in Jewish 
schools in Hungary. 

4. A series of articles in the 
New York publication, the DAILY 
COMPASS, asserted that a wide- 
ly-publicized report by the con- 
servative American Jewish Com- 
mittee, listing many cases of sus- 
pension by the Soviets of Jewish 
communal activity and education, 
was issued in the absence of AJ- 
Committee leaders in Israel, and 
that the leaders were greatly dis- 
turbed by the issuance of the re- 
port. 

5. The current issue of COM- 
MENTARY, published by the AJ- 
Committee, presented a lengthy 
report, documented from Soviet 
sources, charging that Russia 
has never succeeded in stamping 
out anti-Semitie incidents and 
demonstrations before the war 
and that a determined effort now 
is underway to purge Jews from 
all positions of power in the ex- 
panding Soviet bureaucracy, 

Goldmann Starts 

The Goldmann statement that 
sparked the current debate was 
issued on the Zionist leader’s re- 
turn from a meeting of the World 
Zionist Actions committee in Jer- 
usalem. Goldmann said that anti- 
Zionism was widespread but dis- 
counted charges that the policy 
constituted anti-Semitism.

11 Zionist Leaders 

BUDAPEST — (JTA)—-Eleven 
former Zionist leaders who were 
arrested here recently on charges 
of promoting illegal mass emi 
gration of Jews from Hungary 
will go on trial June 17, it was 
announced here this week.

Therefore it 
is wrong to call it anti-Semitism.” 

What’s The Difference? 

Shapiro retorted that if “Gerald 
L. K. Smith did what the Com- 
munists did, he would surely be 
called an anti-Semite. What name 
would you call these foes of Jew- 
ish life? 

“Would the offense become less 
shocking under another name or 
because the Communists accorded 
the same brutal treatment to ot- 
her religious groups?” he asked,

Report Anna Pauker

HERE'S HOW YOU CAN GET - 
SZYK’S ISRAEL DECLARATION 


By CARL ALPERT 

HEN a large non-Jewish commercial firm goes out of its way 
W:. render a major service to the American Jewish commun- 
ity it is a phenomenon worth investigating. And so when I read 
of the Lipton Tea Company’s distribution of the 
Szyk illuminated Israeli Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, I scouted around for the story. 

Many of you have no doubt read of the offer, 
or have seen samples of the Declaration displayed 
jn your local grocery stores. One box top from 
a box of Lipton Tea, and fifty cents, brings you 
an engraved eight-color print of the document. It 
sounds a little like the usual advtrtising racket, but 
there’s more to it than meets the eye, I found. 

W. B. Smith, Lipton’s advertising manager, a 
non-Jew, was comfortably sprawled out at home one Sunday early 
this year reading the newspapers. The news columns were still re- 
viewing Israel’s great military victories, and in an adjoining column 
was comment about the new state’s declaration of independence. 
Smith confesses that maybe it was just “gushy sentimentalism,” 
put he was struck by the similarity between Israel’s struggle and 
that of the thirteen colonies in 1776. We Jews have been making 
that point for some time. but Smith never reads the Jewish press, 
and it struck him as an original idea. Here was a little people 
who were being pushed around, who got up on their hind legs 
and smacked back. It compelled admiration. 

So he decided to get up reproductions of the Declaration 
and give them away. Of course it would be good advertising 
for Lipton, but it would also be a fine gesture—something like 
a salute to the Jews from a non-Jewish admirer. Quite by 
chance he came across some of the masterful art work of Ar- 
thur Szyk, hunted up the illustrator, and found that the latter 
had already been working on a special illuminated manuscript 
of the document, though with no particular plans for it. 

A lot of work goes into one of these things; there were six 
months of actual art work and almost four months of engraving 
and printing, and such things run into money—a lot of money.

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Women’s Viewpoint 
WHY SHOULD JEWS BE MARRIED 
TO A TUNE FROM AN ANTI-SEMITE? 


By HELEN COHEN 
UNE brides, take notice. Are you aware that you march down the 
aisle to the strains of music composed by a vicious anti-Semite? 
Wagner, whose Bridal Chorus from Lohengrin has been the ac- 
cepted bridal march for years, was certainly no friend of Jews. 

Harry Simonhoff, in the Miami Jewish FLORIDIAN, points this 
out in an article on the Jewish wedding ceremony. 

“It may be all right,” he writes, “to go to the 
Metropolitan to hear a Wagner opera. But the 
most solemn moment in a couple’s lifetime should 
not be marred by the music of an arch anti-Semite. 
The vicious pamphleteer of ‘Judaism in Music,’ 
made Jew hatred fashionable in the artistic world. 
Besides Wagner was also the godfather of Nazism. 
Lohengrin was Hitler’s favorite music.” 

Mr. Simonhoff has started what might be quite 
a tempest. On the one hand, his logic is clear and 
uncontrovertible. Yet the custom of using the Brida] Chorus has 
become as deeply embedded in the Jewish ceremony as in non- 
Jewish weddings. 

A substitute melody is offered by Mr. Simonhoff—March 
of the Priests by Felix Mendelssohn (from his Oratorio Athalia) 
based on a theme from the Old Testament. 

“A magnificent sweep of majestic music,” extols the Miami 
columnist, “an eloquent yet elevating melody, stately rhythm with 
erashing chords, just the proper cadence ... The theme— priests 
marching into the Temple during a holiday in ancient Jerusalem. 
How appropriate for a Jewish wedding.” 

Mr. Simonhoff concludes by asking the rabbis if they think the 
music of an anti-Semite should be played in the synagogue. Looks 
like our rabbis have a new and difficult assignment cut out for them.

JUST ABOUT this time every 


year my mail (not fan mail) falls 
off heavily—in fact about 400 
pieces weekly, 

Some years ago I asked rabbis 
to send me their congregation 
bulletins. Over the past few years, 
practically every rabbi was happy 
to place me on his mailing list. 
As a result I was able at the cost 
of staying awake until late at 
night, to get the feel of the U. S. 
Jewish community and the rab- 
binate in particular, better than 
through any other possible way. 

Some of the bulletins were 

dull and dry but for the most 
part they were excellent. Many 
showed originality and often 
the rabbi would say things in 
his bulletin that he might not 
say from the pulpit (or at least 
I wouldn't be there to hear him 
say it) and whenever a rabbi 
talked straight from the shoul- 
der to his congregation, it was 
always worth reading and often 
worth reprinting. 

But 
and although most 
going right on through the sum- 
mer, the bulletin suspends until 
September. 

I get about 400 bulletins but I 
don’t get all that are published. 
Any rabbi who reads this and 
who doesn’t send me his bulletin, 
will do me a favor by adding my 
name to his mailing list for next 
fall. 

Meanwhile, just to show you 
what I mean, here is a little item 
I picked up from Rabbi Byron T, 
Rubenstein’s Sinai Temple Bulle- 
tin of Michigan City, Ind.:

Why Cant Everyone Who Wishes To Aid Israel? 


IS difficult to figure out, but a good many 
Jews seem to wish that the American Jew- 
ish Committee would not join ferces with the 
community at large and Zionist groups to ald 
in the firm establishment of the Jewisn Siac. 
These are the same people who resent the 
B'nai B’rith changing its attitude toward Israel 
and a joining happily in every effort to help the 
infant republic. 

But in the case of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee, Judge Joseph Proskauer, who preceded 
Jacob Blaustein as president, was not an unim- 
portant figure in the final drive to gain Amer- 
ican support for the state. In fact, although 
Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver derided the Labor 
Government's invitation to AJCommittee lead- 
ers to visit Israel, Rabbi Silver was not averse 
to soliciting Judge Pros’ .uer’s support when 
the fight in the U. S. was at its peak. 

Now comes Henry Hurwitz, who seems to 


resent anything the American Jewish Commit. 
tee does, good or bad, and belabors the Com. 
mittee for what he charges was “solicitation” 
by the Committee of the invitation from 
Premier David Ben-Gurion to visit Israel. 


If Rabbi Silver and Mr. Hurwitz could have 
their way, then only those who were Zionists 
before May 14, 1948 could help Israel teday. 


Nowhere is anyone seeking to detract from 
the credit Zionists deserve for the establish. 
ment of the Jewish State. Perhaps psychia. 
trists may be able to classify the neurotic mind 
that would prevent others than themselves 
from helping Israel. 

Fortunately, Mr. Hurwitz, whose name it 
would be hard to find among the ranks of the 
early fighters for a Jewish State, is not in a 
position to do much about his present inclina 
tion.

bse the seeming validity of the 
arguments advanced, The Post does not 
like the current attempts by individual Jews 
or for that matter by official Jewish organiza- 
tions as in the case of Arthur Rank’s film, 
“Oliver Twist,’ to ban classics or movie produc- 
tions from the public. The Post takes the same 
position on the fight of the Catholic group to 
bar the magazine, The Nation, from the li- 
braries of New York City schools because of its 
anti-Catholic bias. 

The Jewish group should protest as vigor- 
ously as possible against the Mr. Rank’s film, 
but in this protest there should have been no 
hint of preventing the film from reaching the 
nation’s screens. 

In life certain risks must be taken. The peo- 
ple who see Mr. Ranks film will not understand 
that Dickens was echoing the Jew-hatred of his 
time, er that he later apologized. But in life 


a 
certain risks must be taken; ana in the present 
case, The Post prefers to risk the security of 
the Jew rather than be party to establishing a 
new interpretation of freedom of speech which 
might bring worse results in its train to all 
freedom-loving people. 

The kindest words that can be said for Mr, 
Rank is that he is guilty of an error in judg. 
ment. Mr. Dickens and Mr. Shakespeare were 
creatures or victims of their environments. 

Most certainly most of the people who would 
have seen or will see Mr. Rank’s production, 
will not take this into consideration. 

But there is a more fundamental question 
involved. Have we given enough serious con 
sideration to the effects of successful actions 
like that of the Catholic Church in the case of 
The Nation to be willing te risk damage te the 
concept of freedom of speech aS we know it 
today? 


The Experimental Synazogue’ . 


Wi both Conservative and Reform rab- 
bis meeting next week in annual con- 
vention, it becomes timely to inquire about 
the oft-discussed “experimental” synagogue. 

Both groups have talked about an experi- 
mental synagogue wherein new ideas in form 
and content of worship might be tried out but 
so far nething concrete seems to have come 
from this discussion. 

Many individual rabbis have introduced new 
ideas and new ceremonies to their congrega- 
tions, and to be sure this is a desirable way to 
proceed. Nevertheless, what an experimental 
synagogue purposely eStablished to give Ju- 
daism’s message an impact to make its ful? 
force felt on the modern Jew could achieve, 
cannot be accomplished in established institu 
tions where a rabbi must necessarily move 


slowly, if at all. 

Any: institution, whether a synagogue or a 
national erganization, tends te move in well- 
defined paths, paths which were meaningful 
in a previous generation. But religien cannot 
live wholly on its past and must be made mean- 
ingful to the present-day Jew. No one will 
claim that either Judaism or any other religion 
is today playing a vital role in the life of the 
people. 

Reform and Conservatism are extending 
financial assistance to new synagogues all over 
the country. It would seem logical then that 
a sum of money might be advanced so that 
rabbi endowed with a wide imagination and a 
willingness to experiment, might gather around 
him enough lay people to proceed with the 
idea of a new kind of Jewish congregation, 


A Way Out Of The Dilemma

Don’t Build the Zionist House Now 


FTER hearing Golda Myerson’s descrip- 
A tion of the situation in Israel, it becomes 
obvious that the plan of the new Zionist Or- 
ganization of America administration to build 
a Zionist House in Tel Aviv—-which will be in 
the nature of a hotel to receive members of the 
ZOA when they visit Israel—should be _ post- 
poned at least for this year. 

Housing is at a-premium in Israel and while 
people are sleeping on the ground for lack of 
it, ne Zionist should be concerned with 
whether he will find a sumptuous room for 


himself when he visits Israel—and this visit 
made against the advice of the Israeli officials 
anyway.

SHE'S UNHAPPY ABOUT KOVARSKY 
BUT WONDERS ABOUT WHOLE PICTURE 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

This letter, unlike the one writ- 
ten by Mrs. David Klein, is nei- 
ther written in anger nor in be- 
wilderment. It is written with a 
feeling of shame—shame for 
those colleges and universities of 
these United States which have 
a quota system. In this land of 
the Free, I, as an American citi- 
zen and as a veteran of World 
War II who has seen overseas 
service. hang my head in shame 
that millions of men and women 
have lost their lives, their hopes 
and their aims, se that all men 
might be free and that dictator- 
ship and discrimination would be 
wiped off the face of the earth. 

I also hang my head in shame, 
as a Jewess, when I read on the 
very next page of your paper, 
that three Jewish property own- 
ers in Minneapolis fought the 
erection of a synagogue in their 
“restricted” neighborhood. I hung 
my head in shame and in humil- 
jation when I read several weeks 
ago that the greatest amount of 
discrimination in employment in 
Miami was among Jewish em- 
ployers. 


Mrs. Klein, I was among the 
first of the nurses of the Jewish 
Faith to enter into the service of 
our country, and the second of 
any faith in your State of New 
Jersey, having been commis- 
sioned almost a year before the 
war started. It so happened that 
I was generally the only Jewess 
in my unit; that is, within a 
period of three years there was 
one other Jewess in my unit for 
about three or four months. Here 
the difference ended, for I had 
been brought up to believe in the 
Faith of Judaism, not only dur- 
ing my childhood, but adole- 
scence as well. At no time, and 
I say no time without any quali- 
fications, were there any dis- 
criminations which so many 
others in the armed forces spoke 
of, shown me. Why? The answer 
is simple. I not only proclaimed 
proudly that I was a Jewess, but 
I let my actions speak louder 
than my words. I attended serv- 
ices regularly; I was proud of the 
various customs and ceremonials 
whieh are part of my Faith; I lit 
the Chanuka candles in my quar- 
ters with such pride that my col- 
leagues of the Christian Faith 
were interested in knowing the 
story ef Chanuka, and I did not 
find it necessary to resort to the 
nonsensical statement, that “it is 
almost like Christmas, and we 
give gifts—you know, like you 
do.” When Pesach came along, 
it was not necessary for me to 
say to my Christian friends that 
it is the Jewish Easter and that 
we have to eat Matzoh fer al- 
mest no rhyme or reason. I’ve 
heard Jews give these explana- 
tiens fer the holidays. And be- 
cause I knew the Tenets of our 
Faith, and because I respected 
them and observed them to the 


best of my ability, I was respect- 
ed for it; even aided in the ob- 
servance of them. I could go on 
for hours and tell you of these 
experiences which were glorious. 
However, that is not the purpose 
of this letter. 


The purpose of this letter is 
to start a campaign, which only 
the mothers and fathers of the 
Jewish Faith can start, if only 
they will. It is not a campaign 
to fight the colleges which dis- 
criminate against Jewish doctors, 
Jawyers, dentists, etc. It is rath- 
er a battle within ourselves to 
bring about such an intense devo- 
tion and knowledge of our Faith, 
that colleges and_ universities 
would not have the courage to 
discriminate against us. How 
sad it was for me to see the very 
few officers of the armed forces 
who would attefffl services—go- 
ing to the officers club was far 
more important. How can we 
ask for respeet when we do not 
respect ourselves? Have we gone 
back to the Biblical Times when 
Moses came down from. the 


‘ mountain of Sinai and saw the 


Jews worshipping the Golden 
Calf? Are not so many of our 
Jews doing the same thing and 
worshipping the Golden Dollar? 
Will this Harold Kovarsky. if 
and when he becomes a doctor, 
take an interest in his synagogue 
or his temple—or will he be one 
of those pseudo-intellectuals who 
thinks that it is silly and old 
fashioned to attend services—or 
will he think that the money he 
will earn by healing the sick 
will help pay his way into the 
Graces of God—or will he excuse 
his religious delinquencies with 
the thought that he is doing a 
holy work—or will he decide that 
because he is a professional man 
that his children must not asso- 
ciate with these “backwoods” 
people—Orthodox Jews? Will he 
be one of these “better class” 
Jews who feel nothing for the 
soul of the Jew, but are content 
to eure or alleviate the ills of 
the body? Being by profession a 
nurse, I have seen that all too 
often in those doctors of our 
faith. 

We mothers and fathers of the 
Jewish Faith have a great task 
ahead of us. We see how our 
forefathers have failed us when 
they came out of the ghettos, for 
they were so anxious to make us 
good Americans that they forgot 
the Ten Commandments and 
taught us only to aspire to those 
things which others possessed. It 
was so important to go to school; 
and I am not belittling that, for 
I, too, attended the public schools 
as well as college; but not so im- 
portant to go to Chedar. It was 
urgent that we take the academic 
course and learn Latin. What 
about Hebrew? That was a dead 
language. And yet, in our life- 
time, we have been privileged to 


JEWISH FLAG FLEW IN HAMBURG 
BEFORE HITLER; A HISTORICAL NOTE

I saw in your edition, dated Fri- 
day, May 20, an article with the 
headline, “Israeli Flag Flies in 
Hamburg.” 

I myself, being a Hamburg man, 
just want to tell you that this is 
not the first time that the Israeli 
flag flies in Hamburg.

In the early 1930s, a Hamburg 
tugboat firm, by the name of Bor- 
ehardt, sent a junior partner to 
Haifa to epen up a shipline from 
Palestine. Within a pretty short 
time, the first beat, under the Pal 
estine flag, arrived in Hamburg, 


finishing its first trip. Rabbi 
Crlebach, with a group of youths 
received the steamer in the port 
of Hamburg, and they were danc- 
ing the hora. This, naturally, was 
a big event for the Hamburg Jews 
but peculiar for the genera] Ham- 
burg population. It was intended 
that this same boat should travel 
ona regular schedule between 
Haifa and Hamburg. Unfortunate- 
ly, there were not enough passen- 
gers or freight, so that the first 
trip was the only one.

see that Hebrew is a very living 
and vital language and Latin is 
truly the buried and decayed lan- 
guage. Yes, our children must 
have plenty of time to play in 
the sunshine, so how can we send 
them to Chedar for an hour a 
day? Shabbos morning is the 
only time that the children get 
to sleep late, as if they do, and 
mothers must get their houses 
cleaned for the company expect- 
ed on Sunday. So who has the 
time to go to Shul or Temple? 
After all, we do not expect our 
sons to be Rabbis nor our daugh- 
ters to be Rebbitzens. How often, 
Mrs. Klein. have you heard that 
said? And yet you expect the 
coming generation to know of 
their religion, to respect it and 
to get respect for their knowl- 
edge of it. It is not enough to 
be born into a Faith—it is living 
it—living it every day and every 
hour. And until such time as we 
learn that if we sow only half 
our seeds we can expect to reap 
only half of the rewards; and if 
only half of us can be respected 
then the other half of us must 
face the discrimination. 

You ask what can be done for 
Harold. Certainly, he cannot 
wait for the renaissance, but 
there is a very fine medical 
school in Israel where he can 
get his education and where they 
are looking for men of ability. 
The big name medical schools of 
the United States are not the 
only ones that produce the best 
doctors.

TALE OF JEWISH DON QUIXOTE 


FINE PIECE OF GHETTO SATIRE 


The Travels and Adventures of Benjamin The 
Third, by Mendele Mocher Seforim (Shalom Ja 
cob Abramovich) Shocken Library, 124 pages;

IS little book is as remark- 

| able for what it is not as for 
what it is. That period which we 
think of as midvictorian was 


noted for its extravagant senti- 


mentality and fullblown roman 


ticism, Even the reaction which 
particularly in 
French letters, was strongly tied 


was setting in, 
to its begetter— 
Zola’s naturalism 
was merely ro- 
manticism inside 
out — and the 
Russian novelist 
in perfect orgies 
of dramtized 
selfpity took the 
German “world- 
sorrow” and er- 
ected a whole lit- 
erature upon it, You would ex- 
pect one of the earliest of yiddish 
writters— and Mendele Mocher 
Seforim has been called “the 
grandfather of Yiddish literature” 
—to reproduce all the trends and 
fashions of contemporary fictions, 
especially since Mendele was ob- 
viously aware of and influenced 
by western authors. Instead, 
“The Travels of Benjamin IIT’ is 
a piece of Eighteen Century sa- 
tire, undiluted by by any of the 
snufflings with which the Nine- 
tenth Century persuaded itself of 
its own feeling. 

Our Benjamin was a fool—the 
author so states explicitly—who 
was, like Don Quixote, led his de- 
sire for adventure by the reading 
of old books. Being a Jew, he had 
no fantasies of chivalry to send 
him rescuing fair maids or slay- 
ing dragons, for happily Jewish 
fools are inocent rather than stu- 
pid. Benjamin was seized by a 
craving to visit those Red Jews, 
decendants of the lost tribes, who 
lived, as the legend had it, beyond 
the river Sembatyon. 

The first time Benjamin set out 
he managed to get lost in the 
strange world a few miles be- 
yond his native village and was 
ignominously brought back to 
his shrewish wife by a peasant. 

The second time, evidently on 
the supposition that two fools 
could go farther than one, he 
took along his Sancho Panza— 
one Senderle who suffered from 
an even more shrewish wife Ben- 
jamin. Again the pattern of Don 
Quixote is evident in Benjamin’s 
extravagant translation of the 
commonplace into the fantastic 
—all pointing to the successful 
culmination of his journey. 

Thus he is always sure they 
are more than halfway to Eretz 
Ysroel when they are in fact no 
more than a few versts from 
home; a patch of floating scum 
on a swampy lake becomes a 
magical isle; the insignificant 
lake itself one of the arms of 
the sea which will lead them 
to their destination. 

Although the book was obvious- 
ly intended as a Stinging satire 
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on the Jews who clung to the nar. 
rowness of their provincial life, 
the perspective of time and his. 
tory has modified all the excirin. 
ation and left instead a very un. 
derstable picture of Jewish life 
in czarist Russia, Furthermore 
there is an elusive atmosphere of 
unintentional allegory which the 
events of the past 75 years have 
grafted on to the story. 

Reference has been made to the 
parallels with Cervantes, but ex. 
amination makes it seem that 
Mendele was not inflluenced dir. 
ectly by the Spaniard, but rather 
through Smollet, who both trans. 
lated and imitated Don Quixote, 
and whose lack of compassion 
Mendele shares, to his detriment, 
There is also strong efidence that 
Mendele derived much from Vol. 
taire. In the absolute sense, “Ben. 
jamin III” is a minor work; con. 
sidering its time and place, an as. 
tonishing one. At any rate, ma. 
jor or minor, it repays the reader 
well and deserves a wide audience 
in this English translation by 
Moshe Spiegel.

Philadelphia Sets Up First Non-Political Aid For Chalutzim

PHILADELPHIA—(NJP)—The first non-partisan, 
city-wide program to aid struggling young pioneers 
for Israel, with a converted non-Jew as secretary, 
was in operation here this week. 


Background of the attempt was a historical com- 
bination of ignorance and mild hostility by U. S. Jews 
toward the scattered handful of young American 
Jews who decided to prepare themselves for collective 
life in Palestine. 

Separation of the Hechalutz movement from the 
main streams of U. S. Jewish communal life left its 
mark on the chalutz program, particularly in the 
total lack of cooperation between the various ele- 
ments of the movement. 

This element in the work of the three collective 
farms near Philadelphia was one of the factors that 
attracted attention of Philadelphia Jews and was in 
part responsible for the formation of the Friends 
of the Chalutzim in Philadelphia. 

The farm at Highstown is affiliated with Hashomer 
Hatzair, the left wing labor Zionists represented at 
the adult level by Mapam; that at Cranberry is con- 
nected with Hashomer Hadati, an Orthodox religious 
group; and the one at Creamridge is part of labor 
Zionist youth, Habonim. All are in New Jersey, near 


here. 

The first city-wide. meeting of the sponsors was held 
at the YMHA with Moshe Dove, an ardent worker for 
aid to Israel movements in the past, in the presiding 
chair. Dove singlehandedly interested various Phila- 
delphians interested in helping the chalutzim and did 
the groundwork. 

One of the first projects of the new organization 
was to call a joint meeting of the membership of the 
three farms and persuade them to work together, a 
goal long sought by the organizations themselves. 

Members of the new organization include both 
Zionists and non-Zionists and their program calls for 
aiding the pioneers without regard for political dif- 
ferences, 

In the hope of stepping up the pace of the training 
program, the group has worked out a plan to reclaim 
closed synagogues for housing and teaching the 
chalutzim other trades besides farming. 

They have located one synagogue at third and 
South streets, once the heart of the original Phila- 
delphia Jewish section, which has been turned over 
to the group. 


However, they are limited in using the synagogue 
plan to the Hashomer Hadati, because the other two 


The Friends found the chalutzim passionately de- 
voted to their cause but woefully lacking in know- 
how. Machinery was left in the fields to rust due 
to lack of knowledge of its case. Fields were in- 
correctly tilled and other errors had to be corrected. 

Morris April and his son, Robert, of Bridgetown, N. 
J., who have a 50,000 acre farm there, undertook to 
make a survey of each farm and are in the process 
of completing that task. 

Dr. Milton N. Cahn, of this city, organized a group 
of city physicians to help set up a complete medical 
unit at the three farms and teach the chalutzim first 
aid. 

Joseph Wanger, the secretary, was converted to 
Judaism nine years ago. An electrical engineer, he 
is handling the technical end of setting up shop at 
the new synagogue chalutz center. 

The Friends also will help with technical problems, 
whether agricultural, mechanical, electrical or other- 
wise by aid from members or friends who are experts 
in needed fields. 

Another project is a job placement bureau to help 
the pioneers get temporary jobs to earn enough 
money to pay their fares to Israel. 

Dove told The Post that he hopes the Friends of 
the Chalutzim can find interested persons in other

Betrayal Charged

TOUGHER JOB PROSPECTS-BB 


WASHINGTON—Jewish graduates of law schools have their 
best chance of getting positions in so-called Jewish law firms, some 
chance of getting placement in “mixed firms” and little or none in 
so-called “Gentile” firms, the B’nai B’rith reported this week. 

The pattern of segregation in the practice of law was revealed 


by a B'nai B’rith survey of dis- 
crimination in the legal profess- 
ion, one of a recent series made 
by the fraternal order’s Service 
Commission. 

Fifty deans and professors in 
33 law schools were asked by in- 
terviewers of Elmo Roper to re- 
port anonymously on their ex- 
periences in placing Jewish law 
graduates. 

The survey disclosed that the 
“Gentile” firms have a specific 
policy of rejecting all Jewish 
applicants. Most of the law 
school placement officials re- 
gard it as hopeless to send even 
their top Jewish graduates to 
such firms, 

Owners of “mixed firms” have 
varying motives, the report said. 
Some have a sincere desire to get 
the best attorneys regardless of 
religion. Some do so because they 
have “mixed” clientele and re 
gard it as desirable to have some 
Jewish lawyers, for business rea-

Bulgarian Jews Quit
